Report of Truant Officer. 


‘The enumeration of the school children in April last found 143 
«that were between the ages of five and sixteen—sixty-eight girls 
and seventy-five boys. The present compulsatory school jaw re- 
quires every child between the ages of frve and sixteen to attend 
school at least twelve weeks during the year, unless physically or 
mentally disabled. ‘The school year commences Aug. 1. Those 
children that have not attended school the required number of 
weeks since Aug. 1, 1896, will need to attend the spring term of 
school. Since the commencement of the present school year, the 
school board have been notified of the non-attendance of three 
scholars. The Truant Officer was notified by the school board to 
visit the parents of the absentees and the children to ascertain the 
cause and request their immediate attendance at school. 

In two of the cases it did not appear that the non-attendance 
arose from any wilfulness on the part of parent or child and the 
reasons were explained why the children did not attend. 

The attention of the Selectmen was called to the facts, and 
they did what the law requires of them under such circum- 
stances, promptly and satisfactorily adjusting the difficulty, and 
the children as soon as convenient attended school. 

In the other case, the family left town before the notice had 
expired when further action could be taken. 

It may be well for parents, guardians or any other persons hay- 
ing school children under their care to remember that the present 
school law requires and compels all children to attend school. 
The pretext that the school is worthless or not up_ to the stand- 
ard, consequently injuring the child, is not a shield or reasonable 
excuse for not sending. ‘The remedy in such cases is by petition 
and hearing before the School Board. ‘There is a mistaken 1m- 
pression by some, in regard to the duties of the Truant Officer. 
This office has nothing to do with the selection of teachers, com- 
mencing or closing of schools or the investigation of schools that 
may by some be considered unprofitable. ‘This office is for the 
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enumeration of all children in town of school age, giving name, 
age, and all other information as directed by the State Superin- 
tendent of public instruction. ‘This information is recorded on 
cards furnished for that purpose and on or before the 15th of 
May following these cards are to he delivered to the chairman of 
the School Board. Here the duties of this officer ends until noti- 
fication by the school board of some scholar or scholars that are 
not attending school. ‘The teachers of the various schools should 
endeavor to ascertain, whether there are children in the neigh- 
borhood where the schoo’ is located, that are not attending school 
and report all non-attendants to the school board or some mem- 


ber of it.
